I.  General  Resolutions.  -  1 

Resolutions  concerning  Increase  of  ftriarift 

( Germ.  Rep.,  pp.  30.  31.) 

The  reports  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  various  local 
of  institutions,  as  well  as  numerous  memorials,  called  Synod's 
tion  to  the  need  of  increasing  the  salaries  of  the  professors. 

Action.  ,s| 

Synod  resolved  to  increase  the  salaries  of  all  professors,  begb 
July  1,  1920.  The  normal  or  basic  salary  for  regular  professors 
fixed  at  $1,800  per  year  and  free  ^dwelling.  According  to  a 
ruling  of  Synod,  the  professors  of  Concordia  Seminary,  St.  Loni^ 
were  exempted  from  this  rule  and  were  granted  an  increase  <£ 
per  cent,  over  their  present  salaries.  The  salaries  of  assistant'; 
fessors  at  our  colleges  were  fixed  at  $900  per  year. 


Terms  of  Assistant  Professors. 

The  Board  of  Directors  also  reported  that  they  had  : 
been  requested  to  increase  the  salary  of  an  assistant  professor  i 
the  customary  amount,  asking  Synod  what  to  do  in  such  cases, 
also  asked  Synod  to  pass  definite  resolutions  fixing  the  term  of 
of  assistant  professors.  '  J 

Action. 

Synod  resolved  to  adhere  to  the  custom  of  retaining 
professors  for  a  term  of  two  yearp.  In  special  instances,  ho 
local  boards  are  permitted  to  retain  an  assistant  professor  for 
or  two  additional  years.  Should  this  necessitate  an  increase  of 
the  amount  shall  be  determined  by  the  local  board  acting  in 
junction  with  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Erection  of  Professors’  Residences  in  Cases  of  Em 

The  Board  of  Directors  reported  that  they  had  repeatedly 
compelled  to  erect  professors’  residences  before  Synod  could  N 
the  matter,  since  no  suitable  residence  could  be  found  for 
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i  professors.  In  order  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  taking 
ely  in  the  hope  that  Synod  would  subsequently  ratify 
quested  Synod  to  authorize  them  to  erect  such  residences 
i  emergencies  arise.

resolved  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Directors  to  erect 
residences  in  cases  of  emergency,  when  no  suitable  home 
ound  for  them. 

Tabular  Beport  of  Institutions.

Disburdening  of  Mess  Funds.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  several  memorials  also  recom- 
aded  that  the  drain  on  the  mess  funds  of  our  institutions  be 
ewhat  checked  by  defraying  the  cost  of  heating  the  buildings 
pm  the  Synodical  Treasury.  During  the  year  1919  the  average 
jQowance  per  meal  was  7  cents. 

Action. 

Synod  resolved  that  the  cost  of  heating  the  buildings  of  our 
ititutions  and,  in  the  case  of  the  teachers’  colleges,  the  electric 
ewer  for  the  organs  shall  hereafter  be  defrayed  from  the  Synodical 
The  Board  of  Directors  was  ordered  also  to  assign  to 
institution  a  certain  territory  from  which  gifts  in  money  and 
duce  can  be  solicited  for  the  institution.

Annual  Institution  Sunday. 

Action  to  this  effect  was  requested  in  a  memorial  of  the  Northern 
Illinois  District ;  Synod,  however,  declined  to  pass  such  resolution.

The  Convention  of  1917  ordered  the  President  in  consultation 
with  the  four  Vice-Presidents  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Educational 
Survey.  This  Committee,  consisting  of  P.  Boesener,  F.  Tresselt, 
W.  Dallmann,  0.  F.  Brommer,  and  O.  L.  Hohenstein,  made  a  complete 
survey  of  our  educational  institutions  with  respect  to  educational 
standards  and  courses  of  instruction.  They  report  that  the  men 
who  compose  the  faculties  of  our  institutions  are  faithful  and  pioat 
professors  who  at  all  times  have  endeavored  to  train  up  not  only 
well-informed,  but  also  truly  Christian  pastors  and  teachers.  Never¬ 
theless  their  own  examinations  and  deliberations  as  well  as  the  advice 
and  recommendations  of  others  have  crystallized  in  them  the  convic¬ 
tion  that  existing  conditions  in  both  the  Church  and  the  world,  as 
well  as  the  increased  demands  made  on  our  pastors  and  teachers 
make  a  higher  standard  of  education  imperative.  To  this  end  they 
made  a  number  of  recommendations.  These  together  with  memorials 
from  other  sources  and  the  reports  of  the  various  local  boards  led 
to  the  following  resolutions :  —

This  work  is  carried  on  in  Greater  New  York  amid  much  opposi¬ 
tion  and  bitter  organized  hostility  on  the  part  of  the  Jewish  popula¬ 
tion,  so  that  police  protection  repeatedly  has  had  to  be  requested. 
Still  a  number  of  Jews  suffer  nothing  to  keep  them  from  the  services.  ‘ 
Converts  are  few,  since  embracing  Christianity  means  for  .the  Jew 
forsaking  his  home,  his  relatives,  and  his  friends. 

The  following  figures  show  what  energetic  work  is'  being  done 
by  the  missionary.  #153  sermons  to  a  total  of  3,974  auditors;  1,391 
religious  talks  in  Jewish  homes;  3,078  calls  in  Greater  New  York; 
5,391  Jewish  callers  received  privately;  5,750  tracts,  1,501  Catechisms, 
and  740  New  Testaments  distributed  gratis;  935  copies  of  the  New 
Testament  lent  to  Jews  on  deposit  of  cost  price;  6  sermons  and  2  lec¬ 
tures  delivered  in  the  interest  of  the  mission;  76  Jews  purchased 
New  Testaments  for  25  cents,  and  35,  Catechisms  for  5  cents; 
100  Catechisms  sent  on  order  to  the  Lutheran  Hospital,  and  25  to  the 
Jewish  Mission  of  the  Reformed  Church ;  100  Catechisms  were  pre¬ 
sented  .by  a  friend  of  the  Lutheran  Hospital.  —  $6,968.65  was  dis¬ 
bursed  during  the  past  three  years,
